To lick them will take in­ 
creased knowledge, cooperation among neighbors 
and a constant watch for danger signs. But the 
increased earnings which can result from these 
efforts make them more than worth while. Pro­ 
duction of healthy livestock is the only way to 
keep the markets for the meat you produce sup­ 
plied and expanding. In solving your problems 
your local, state and federal veterinarians are 
good men to turn to for help.
